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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

The  front  cover  illustration  is  of  a  16-litrae  silver  coin  of  Queen  Philistis  of  Syracuse.  She  is 
only  known  from  her  coins  and  from  the  occurrence  of  her  name  bearing  the  title  Queen  in  an 
inscription  in  large  letters  on  the  great  theatre  of  Syracuse  in  Sicily.  Because  of  the  style  and 
fabric  of  her  coins,  which  closely  resemble  those  of  Hieron  II  and  his  son.  it  would  seem  likely 
that  they  were  struck  during  Hieron's  long  reign  (275-2 1  5  B.C.),  indicating  that  she  was  in  all 
probability  his  wife.  See  B4.

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SORRY -NOT  MONGOL  SEAL  SCRIPT! 

RICHARD  PLANT 


During  the  Yuan  Dynasty,  AD  1271-1368  (the  period  when  Mongol  rulers  reigned  in  China) 
two  coins  were  minted  with  a  legend  on  the  obverse  (the  reverse  being  blank)  which  I  have 
always  seen  described  as  being  in  the  Mongol  seal  script.  This  has  been  puzzling  because  the 
letters  bear  no  possible  relationship  to  the  ordinary  Mongol  alphabet. 

After  numerous  enquiries  to  authoritative  sources  I  have  at  last  been  given  the  key  to  the 
puzzle  by  Mr.  Charles  Bawden,  of  the  School  of  Oriental  and  African  Studies  of  London 
University.  The  inscriptions  are  not  written  in  the  Mongol  seal  script  at  all-  such  a  seal  script 
does  exist,  but  this  is  not  it!  The  alphabet  used  is  that  known  as  Pagsa-pa  (or  Bachspa,  etc), 
named  after  the  great  lama  who  invented  it,  it  is  said  in  AD  1269,  and  who  was  an  advisor  of 
the  Mongol  Emperor  of  China,  Kubilai  Khan.  This  new  Pagsa-pa  script  was  based  on 
Tibetan  but  with  adaptions  whereby  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  be  suitable  for  writing  inscrip¬ 
tions  in  all  the  different  languages  in  use  in  the  Chinese  Empire.  It  was  too  clumsy  and  too 
difficult  to  read  and  write  and  never  really  caught  on. 

Apart  from  these  two  Chinese  coins  written  in  Pagsa-pa,  there  are  three  Pagsa-pa  letters 
which  appear  on  a  Persian  coin  minted  by  Ghazan  Mahmud,  AD  1 295- 1 304  -  otherwise  it  is 
numismatically  unknown.  Of  the  two  Chinese  coins,  the  left  hand  one  is  the  commoner;  and 
this  reads  Top  -  Bottom  -  Left  -  Right  T'ai  yuan  t'ung  pao,  naming  the  Reign  Period  ‘Ta 
Yuan’,  AD  1308-12.  The  right  hand  coin  reads  Chih  T'ai  yuan  t’ung  pao,  which  equates  with 
the  Region  Period  ‘Chih  Yuan,  AD  1280-95,  when  the  great  Kubilai  Khan  was  himself 
emperor.  In  books  (including  my  own  Greek,  Semetic,  Asiatic  Coins  and  how  to  read  them) 
his  coin  is  attributed  to  the  period  ‘Chih  Cheng’  AD  1341-67;  but  a  reading  of  the  Pagsa-pa 
certainly  points  to  the  earlier  dates.

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THE  HEPTHALITES,  WHITE  HUNS  OR  IRANIAN  HUNS 

(350-650  A.D.) 

RICHARD  WILLIAMS 
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These  tribes,  variously  named,  became  neighbours  of  the  Sasanians  and  settled  in  Bactria,  the 
north-east  portion  of  Afghanistan  in  about  A.D.  350.  From  there  they  gradually  extended 
their  influence  to  embrace  the  areas  of  Sogdiana,  the  entire  Kabul  valley,  most  of  Afghanistan 
and  then  onwards  to  Pakistan  (c.  AD  450). 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  continual  state  of  war  between  the  Sasanians  and  the 
Hepthalites,  punctuated  by  the  occasional  uncertain  truces;  the  most  notable  Hepthalite 
achievement  was  the  capture  of  the  Sasanian  King  Peroz  (A.D.  459-484)  for  whom  a  huge 
ransom  was  demanded,  which  the  Sasasians  were  unable  to  produce.  Peroz  was  forced  to 
leave  his  son  Kavad,  the  heir  to  the  Sasanian  dynasty,  with  the  Hepthalites  until  the  payment 
was  eventually  made.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  drachms  of  Peroz  bearing  Hepthalite 
countermarks  form  part  of  the  ransom  money  (Figs.  1-3). 

The  coins  of  the  Hepthalites  are  based  upon  the  Sasanian  types;  the  silver  drachms  and 
copper  coins  depict  the  ruler  facing  right  accompanied  by  the  legend  in,  depending  on  the 
region  of  issue,  either  Pehlevi,  cursive  Greek  or  Brahmi  script.  The  reverse  usually  follows  the 
Sasanian  type  of  a  fire  alter  with  an  attendant  on  either  side;  the  reverse  design  is  sometimes 
difficult  to  determine  due  to  striking.  Many  of  the  portraits  of  these  rulers  reveal  two  interest¬ 
ing  physical  conditions  which  have  been  faithfully  reproduced  by  the  die  engravers.  It  will  be 
observed  in  Figs.  4-9  that  the  heads  of  the  kings  are  narrow  and  pointed,  which  is  a  result  of 
head-binding  in  infancy  to  produce  the  distinct  tall,  peaked  crania  which  must  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  fashionable  at  the  Hepthalite  court.  Secondly,  it  would  appear  that  many  of  the  rulers 
throughout  the  Hepthalite  period  suffered  from  the  medical  condition  of  a  goitered  neck. 

Coins  in  Figs.  10-15  reveal  the  symptoms  clearly  -  swelling  at  the  front  of  the  neck  caused 
by  the  enlargement  of  the  thyroid  gland  and  on  certain  coins  the  eyes  protrude  to  a  great 
degree.  This  condition  so  noticeable  on  these  coins  is  due  to  the  deficiency  of  iodine  in  the  soil 
which  is  associated  with  ‘central-land-locked'  areas  such  as  Afghanistan  and  the  surrounding 
area;  in  the  U.K.  this  condition  is  known  as  ‘Derbyshire  neck'  for  the  same  reason.  Certain 
tamghas  (tribal  symbols)  and  other  designs  appear  before  the  bust  on  certain  issues  and  many 
previously  unknown  and  unrecorded  coins  can  be  found,  making  this  series  a  particularly 
rewarding  and  fascinating  branch  of  numismatics.  This  coinage  has  been  studied  by  Dr. 
Robert  Gobi  in  Dokumente  Zur  Geschichte  der  Iranisehien  Hunnen  in  Baktrien  undlndien  - 
a  four  volume  work  now  difficult  to  obtain,  whilst  Dr.  Michael  Mitchener’s  The  Ancient  and 
Classical  World  600  B.C.-A.D.  650  covers  the  period  well  and  illustrates  clearly  many  of  the 
coins  of  this  period.

THE  LION  OF  ST.  MARK 

RICHARD  PLANT 


The  coin  illustrated  is  a  billon  Tornesello  minted  by  the  Doge  Andrea  Dandalo,  1343-54.  This 
was  a  new  denomination  intended  for  use  in  the  Venetian  possessions  in  the  eastern 
Mediterranean,  particularly  in  Greece.  The  chief  purpose  of  the  issue  was  to  replace  the 
deniers  tournois  minted  by  the  Dukes  of  Athens  and  by  the  Princes  of  Achaia  and  other 
Frankish  rulers,  the  very  tail  end  of  which  were  those  of  Robert  of  Anjou,  Prince  of  Achaia 
1346-64.  The  name  ‘Tornesello'  was  taken  from  the  word  ‘Tournois’.  given  to  the  frankish 
coins  because  they  copied  the  type  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Martin  of  Tours  in  France.  Torneselli 
were  to  be  produced  by  Venetian  doges  down  to  the  time  of  Francesco  Venier,  1554-56,  and 
quantities  of  them  have  been  appearing  at  recent  coin  fairs. 

The  design  of  the  reverse,  a  common  type  on  the  Venetian  coinage,  shows  the  forepart  of  a 
winged  lion,  holding  in  its  paws  a  book.  On  certain  later  coins  it  is  possible  to  read  the 
wording  on  the  book  PAX  TIBI  MARCE  EVANGELISTA  MEUS,  which  translates  ‘Peace 
to  you.  Mark,  My  Evangelist’.  The  lion  is  the  lion  of  St.  Mark.  St.  Mark  may  have  been  sym¬ 
bolised  by  a  lion  because  of  the  medieval  belief  that  lion  cubs  were  born  dead  -  to  be  given  life 
on  the  third  day  by  the  roaring  of  the  father  lion.  Thus  making  the  lion  a  very  suitable  symbol 
of  the  Resurrection,  of  which  St.  Mark,  in  his  Gospel,  was  considered  to  be  the  especial 
historian. 

St.  Mark  was  not  the  original  patron  saint  of  Venice  -  this  position  was  held  by  an  obscure 
martyr  named  St.  Theodore.  St.  Mark  was  buried  where  he  had  been  martyred,  in  the 
Egyptian  city  of  Alexandria;  but  in  AD  827  two  Venetian  sea-captains  determined  to  steal  his 
bones  and  take  them  home.  They  managed  to  smuggle  them  out  concealed  at  the  bottom  of  a 
basket  filled  with  cabbages,  and  -  so  that  the  Moslem  guards  would  not  look  too  closely  - 
with  pork.  But  to  make  him  a  proper  patron  saint  the  Venetians  needed  to  connect  St.  Mark 
more  directly  with  their  city.  As  Venice  did  not  exist  till  long  after  his  lifetime  they  invented  a 
legend  of  how  the  saint  was  on  his  way  to  preach  at  Aquileia  when  a  tempest  arose  and  his 
boat  was  driven  on  to  a  desolate  island  (the  site  of  the  future  Venice).  As  he  stepped  ashore  he 
was  greeted  by  an  angel  who  said  ‘Pax  tibi  . .  .’  etc,  and  then  told  him  that  one  day  his  body 
would  be  taken  to,  and  be  venerated  in,  that  spot. 

A  CHANGING  PATTERN  IN  COIN  COLLECTING? 

W.  F.  ORGAN 

Much  reference  has  been  made  in  recent  years  to  the  changing  demand  for  coins  in  varying 
conditions  of  preservation.  In  general  it  appears  that  the  demand  for  coins  in  the  lesser 
grades,  including  some  of  considerable  rarity,  is  still  continuing  to  diminish,  whilst  that  of 
more  common  coins  in  choice  condition  is  still  increasing.  It  is  not  uncommon  today  to  find 
instances  of  coins  which,  due  to  a  rare  variety  or  type  are  currently  priced  as  low  as  20%  in 
excess  of  their  more  common  counterparts,  whilst  in  Pre-World  War  II  days,  these  same 
coins  commanded  a  premium  of  400%-500%. 

Although  the  exact  state  of  preservation  is  one  of  the  main  factors  in  determining  the  value 
of  a  coin,  there  are  also  other  important  considerations.  One  of  the  most  important  is  the 
effect  of  changing  fashions,  which  as  every  collector  will  be  aware  can  materially  affect  the 
demand  and  resulting  values  of  coins.  This  was  demonstrated  at  a  recent  London  Auction 
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Sale,  which  included  a  Charles  I  Shrewsbury  silver  Pound  bearing  the  single  plume  on  the 
reverse:  Glendining’s  sale  17  Nov  82,  lot  42,  illus.  plate  II,  £650.  This  actual  coin  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  illustrated  in  Spink  &  Son’s  Numismatic  Circular  for  March-April  1923,  No. 
16809,  RRR  VF  £37.10.0.  Due  to  it  being  a  type  of  extreme  rarity,  it  had  the  distinction  of 
being  the  most  highly  priced  English  coin  offered  by  Spink  &  Son  in  up  to  VF  condition  in  the 
entire  1923  Circular.  This  exceeded  by  far  the  prices  of  other  notable  coins  from  that  year’s 
Circular ,  e.g.  Elizabeth  Fine  Sovereign,  EF  £6.0.0;  Five  Guinea  pieces,  VF  £7.0.0;  James  V 
Bonnet  piece,  FDC  £12.10.0;  Charles  I  Triple  Unite,  EF  £20.0.0;  Henry  VIII  George  Noble, 
VF  £20.0.0;  Elizabeth  Ryal,  EF  £30.0.0;  Henry  VII  Sovereign,  VF  £30.0.0,  and  a  Henry  IV 
Heavy  Coinage  Noble  EF  £32.10.0. 

From  this  ‘pinnacle  of  honour’  in  1923  to  the  present  day  one  may  register  amazement  that 
this  specimen  should  now  change  hands  at  a  price  barely  exceeding  our  choice  condition,  but 
commonplace  groats!  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  comparatives  supplied  by  the  Central 
Statistical  Office  show  that  this  coin  has  only  kept  in  line  with  inflation,  in  that  the  present 
equivalent  of  £37.10.0  of  1923  is  now  £637.50.  By  contrast  with  wage  inflation  however,  the 
value  represented  thirteen  weeks  wages  of  a  male  manual  worker  in  1923,  compared  with 
only  Five  weeks  wages  of  the  present  day.  Nevertheless,  perhaps  in  a  few  years  from  now  the 
wheel  will  turn  full  circle  and  rarity  of  type,  etc.,  will  once  again  become  a  highly  sought  after 
prize  which  was  so  clearly  evident  in  the  not  too  distant  past.  The  writer  is  currently  carrying 
out  a  survey  of  English  coin  value  anomalies.  Any  information  relating  to  the  above  coin  that 
Readers  may  be  able  to  supply  concerning  the  intervening  years  would  be  gratefully  received, 
c/o  The  Editors  of  the  Bulletin.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

T’ai  P’ing  Rebellion.  I  venture  to  doubt  whether  the  Chinese  silver  medals  discussed  in  the  Bulletin  in 
November,  1981,  and  December,  1982,  had  official  sanction.  They  appear  to  belong  to  a  class  of  medal 
bearing  inscriptions  ranging  from  the  T’ai  P’ing  rebels  to  the  Republic  and  made  by  goldsmiths  and 
silversmiths.  Early  this  century  they  were  sold  by  jewellers  in  Peking,  Shanghai,  Canton  and  no  doubt  in 
other  places.  They  were  not  recorded  then  because  they  were  too  trivial  to  attract  consideration  by 
scholars  and  possibly  they  are  attracting  such  consideration  now  only  because  today’s  scholars  are  not 
old  enough  to  remember  what  they  were. 

I  have  similar  silver  medals,  one  with  T’ai  P’ing  obverse  and  amuletic  reverse  and  five  with  Kuang 
Hsu  obverse  and  Manchu  mintmark  reverse  (one  was  bought  at  Canton  in  1910,  the  year  of  my  birth) 
as  well  as  a  small  gold  medal  with  Republican  obverse  and  amuletic  reverse.  Unlike  the  fine  gold  of  the 
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Empire  it  is  only  about  9  carat  -  appropriately  enough,  since  democracy  brought  Western  standards 
with  it.  Gold  and  silver  medals  with  purely  amuletic  inscriptions  show  the  same  technique  of  production 
and  both  technique  and  inscriptions  occur  also  on  non-numismatic  items  in  gold  and  silver  made  up  as 
brooches  and  earrings,  cufflinks  and  tiepins,  presumably  for  Westernized  Chinese  and  foreigners.  All 
were  made  for  sale  and,  while  some  must  have  been  used  for  private  presentation,  it  is  difficult  to 
associate  such  trifles  with  the  Imperial  Court,  particularly  in  view  of  their  former  availability  in  Chinese 
jewellers’  shops.  A.  Th.  Arber-Cooke. 

Clark's  Patent  Lamps.  A  well-known  item  among  British  nineteenth-century  advertising  discs  is  a  penny 
token,  copying  the  diameter  34  mm.  and  imitating  the  tlan  of  the  then  regal  copper  pennies  but  struck  in 
bronze.  It  shows  on  the  obverse  a  glum-looking  portrait  to  left  representing  Queen  Victoria,  with  the 
legend,  repeated  on  the  reverse,  'Payable  at  John  Clark  &  C°  447  &  450  Strand  London  /  .1854.’.  The 
reverse  depicts  a  lamp,  and  has  inner  legend,  'Clark’s  patent  lamps  are  the  best  /  one  guinea  complete’. 
(Cat.  as  Neumann  23343,  Batty  i  238.)  But  the  proprietor  was  shown  in  directories  consistently  as 
Richard  Clark.  His  trading  style  around  the  data  of  the  token  was  Richard  Clark  &  Co.,  at  447  &  450 
West  Strand  and  1  Adelaid  St.,  wax  bleachers  &  oil  refiners,  lamp  &  chandelier  manufacturers,  and 
patentees  of  the  diamond  lamp.  &c.  In  the  1840's  he  had  moved  from  a  business  as  cutler,  ironmonger, 
and  stove/urn/lamp  manufacturer  in  the  City  of  London  to  the  Strand  as  an  oilman;  during  the  1850’s 
he  dropped  '&  Co.’  again  and  was  shown  as  sole  patentee  of  Clark's  royal  and  diamond  lamps,  moving 
back  to  the  City  as  inventor  of  lamps. 

It  is  perhaps  faintly  possible  that  the  anonymous  diesinker  put  'John'  on  the  token  (and  omitted 
'West'  from  the  address,  which  did  not  need  it)  because  there  is  no  space  for  any  more  letters.

Walker  Cannons:  The  article  on  Walker  cannons  ( Bulletin  Jan  1983)  prompts  me  to  report  another 
nine.  They  were  taken  as  junk  to  Steep  Holm  island  in  the  middle  of  the  Bristol  Channel  in  1867  and 
used  for  C  pivot  mounts  for  seven-ton  Victorian  guns  in  a  series  of  emplacements  of  the  Palmerston 
Folly  period.  The  George  III  guns  were  set  in  the  ground  at  the  centre  of  stone  barbettes.  One  was 
displaced  by  the  army  during  re-fortifications  in  1941  and  now  lies  at  the  top  of  the  cliff.  It  is  a  cast-iron 
smooth  bore  thirty-two  pounder  of  the  Napoleonic  period,  dated  about  1800.  and  ten  feet  long.  The  left 
trunnion  carries  the  maker’s  initials  “W  Co"  -  which  I  checked  out  in  1977  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  must  be  Walker  and  Company  of  Rotherham  as  they  were  listed  as  "Ironfounders  to  the  Board 
of  Ordnance”.  It  has  their  production  number  229.  The  bore  is  65  inches. 

Similar  guns  were  placed  at  the  top  of  Martello  towers.  Our  own  group,  including  the  larger  and 
much  rarer  seven  ton  Victorian  gun  barrels,  which  were  the  final  generation  of  rifled  muzzle  loaders, 
were  unknown  to  the  various  authorities.  Before  the  Royal  Artillery  Institution  at  Woolwich  could  be 
convinced  that  we  had  them  I  had  to  supply  photographs,  measurements  and  serial  numbers.  The  total 
then,  in  1976,  was  seventeen  but  I  have  since  found  a  Victorian  gun  barrel,  with  a  metal  detector, 
beneath  the  concrete  floor  of  a  wartime  pillbox,  and  dug  out  a  hole  to  expose  it.  Two  are  still  missing, 
one  a  Walker  cannon  and  the  other  Victorian,  but  they  appear  to  be  under  a  massive  naval  six-inch  gun 
battery  of  1941.  Rodney  Legg,  Warden,  Steep  Holm  Island.

The  dates  are  timed  to  coincide  with  Coinex  North,  sponsored  by  the  BNTA  at 
Manchester,  the  issue  of  the  new  £1  coin  by  the  Royal  Mint,  and  the  BANS  Annual  Numismatic  Con¬ 
gress  at  Bristol.  With  the  issue  of  the  proof  and  uncirculated  sets  of  coins  at  the  end  of  January  there 
will  be  announced  a  Young  Collectors  Competition.  It  will  involve  the  young  collector  collecting  a  5p  or 
one  shilling  coin  (including  regional  variants,  i.e.  Scottish,  where  appropriate)  for  each  of  the  years  of 
issue  of  circulation  coin  from  1947  to  1980.  The  total  number  of  coins  that  can  be  collected  is  47  and  a 
specially  designed  folder  will  be  available  to  assist  the  young  collector  in  forming  and  ordering  his 
collection. 

The  BNTA  are  taking  a  prominent  part  in  promoting  this  Royal  Mint  competition  and  its  members 
will  be  on  call  to  verify  complete  sets  upon  the  official  Royal  Mint  forms.  This  is  going  to  be  an  exciting 
new  approach  to  involve  young  collectors  under  the  age  of  18  in  numismatics.  There  will  be  a  total  of 
103  prizes  offered,  ranging  from  a  U.K.  1983  gold  proof  sovereign  (three  to  be  awarded),  through 
various  other  proof  sets  down  to  49  free  twelve  months  subscriptions  to  Coin  &  Medal  News.  Further 
details  will  follow  in  the  Bulletin  as  they  are  released.
